COST GOVERNS 


Manitoba Free Press: When all the world is out- 
lining Edison's name in electric lights, it is Winni- 
peg which should take first place in the procession 
of those who pay tribute, for Winnipeg stands first 
in the world in the amount of per capita use of elec- 
tricity, and first in the rate at which she sells electric 
power, 

A survey undertaken recently of 172 representative 
American citles from coast to coast indicates that the 
average residence consumption of electricity for the 
year 1927 in those cities was 418 kilowat hours, while 
Winnipeg's is 3,000 for that year, now 3,384 on the 
figures of the Hydro-Flectric Company alone, The 
average increase for the American cities for the year | 
was 4 for Winnipeg 15.5%, and the average 
rates per k.w.h, in the American cities was 7.16 cents, 
and in Winnipeg for all energy .742 of a cent in the 
year 1928,

WHAT Is AT STAKE? 


The reside nts of a city are not called 
upon to fix the number of hours per day 
or the number of days per week during 
which a contractor may carry on con- 
struction work. Nor the hours or days 
during which newspaper offices, banks, 
gurages and a wide range of other busi- 
ness concerns may be kept open for busi- 
ness, 

In these cases it is left to the owners of 
the enterprises and their employees to ar- 
range business hours and business days to 
suit the particular needs of the business 
and the convenience and welfare of the 
parties directly concerned. And there is in 
respect to these enterprises no demand 
made that the community shall undertake 
to over-ride either or both parties and fix 


the times during which they may carry on | 


their operations. 

The residents of Edmonton are being 
called upon to issue specific orders that 
stores and certain classes of business 
places shall not do business during cer- 
tain hours or on a4 certain half-day per 
week. It is not relevant to raise the point 
whether the private citizen should be sad- 
dled with this responsibility. The fact is 
that it has been imposed upon him, right- 
ly or wrongly, and whether he likes it or 
not. 

But one thing should be recognized; 
that it is quite out of the usual line of the 
taxpayer's duties that he should be made 
to regulate the conduct of private busi- 
ness in this way, and to discriminate be- 
tween one class of investors and another. 
Whether it is fair or unfair, advisable or 
inadvisable, it is a diversion from the or- 
dinarily accepted function of the private 
citizen that he should have to make law 
for such a purpose, 

It is at least a straightforward propo- 
sition that before he is asked to interfere 


in this way with the conduct of certain 
lines of business the voter should be told 
why the responsibility is passed to him, 
what effect his decision one way or the 
other will likely have upon the parties con- 
cerned, and what will be the general result 
to the community. 

More than that, unless the city coun- 
cil provides him with this information 
there need be no surprise if the decision 
on polling day is inconclusive. Council 
cannot compe] the voter to vote. Nor can 
he be blamed for not wishing to give a de- 
cision on a matter of this unusual charac- 
ter with a light-hearted disregard to con- 
sequences. If the idea is to have this 
question settled definitely, council had 
better get down to “brass tacks” and tell 
the voter in plain terms what it is that he 
is being aaked ' to 0 MO.

He became more than ever devoted 
to fancy dress after he made the ac- 
quaintance of Mrs, Kane Horneck and 
her beautiful daughters, Catherine and 
Mary.

His car skidding on the greasy pave- 
ment when he applied his brakes half- 
way across the bridge, W. P. McDon- 
ald, 9844 103 st., was in a collision 
with a car driven by W. Graham, 
11121 90 ave., at 2 p.m. on Sunday 
The aceident took place in the centre 
of the bridge as Graham northbound 
swung out to pass two cars ahead of 
him 

Passengers riding in both of the cars 
were shaken up, and W. ©, Davies, 
10045 85 ave., a passenger in McDon- 
ald’s car, was rushed to the Misert- 
cordia hospital, where he was attend- 
ed to by Dr, Wilson, * He may have 
some ribs fractured.

speedy Williams.
